A seven-year fight in the courts 
over the conviction of Miss Char- 
lotte Anita Whitney, prominent 
Oakland social worker, on a charge 
‘of violating the California criminal 
'syndicalism law has ended with the 
issuance of an unconditional pardon 
ito the 60-year-old defendant by 
'Gov, C. C. Young. 
| The pardon frees Miss Whitney 
| of the stigma of a convict and 
‘spares her from a one-to-14-year 
‘gentence in San Quentin prison, 
'which has been the object of much 
‘of her welfare work. 
| Executive clemency was requeat- 
ed by hundreds of persons in al] 
walks of life after the United 
States Supreme Court had _ twice 
‘considered the case and uphecid 
| both the constitutionality of the 
‘law and Miss Whitney's convic- 
ition. 
| She was arrested {in Oakland tn 
‘November, 1919, after delivering a 
ispeech in defense of John Me- 
| Hugh, accused I. W. W. leader. 
Her arrest came after she had de- 
‘fied city authorities by making the 
speech.

Commander Byrd would prefer 
to take off during the early eve- 
ning, but is prepared to start any 
time the weather is propitious. 


Grover A. Whalen, vice president 
of the American Trans-Oceanic Co., : 
formed by Rodman Wanamaker to 
sponsor the flight, announced last 
night the America had been offi- 
cially designated as an airmail car- 
rier by Postmaster-General New 
and that Byrd would be sworn in 


at 4 o’clock this afternoon at; 
Roosevelt Field as an air mail pilot 
by Postmaster John Kiely of New 
York. 

The America will take approxi- 
mately 200 letters, which with a 
special weathep-proof sack, will 
weigh about seven pounds. Mails 
for the America closed last night 
at 10 o’clock. 

Field Fast For Take-Off. 

By this evening, the long run-)| 
way wi!l be dry and fast for the) 
take-off, unless more rain should | 
fall. The field is in excellent con- | 
dition’ and the rain of Sunday did, 
not make the turf soggy; the water | 
remained on the surface in puddles ' 
where it dried quickly.

The first appearance of the 
America on the other side is ex- 
pected to be over Valencia Island 
off the west coast of Ireland.

“In connection with the appli®- 
tion of the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
for an increase in rates, my atten- 
tion has been called to the fact 
that there is a question as _ to 
whether the Laclede company has 
either a present valid corporate 
charter or a valid franchise to 
furnish the citizens of St. Louis 
with gas. 

“Among other things, I was told 
that only recently the Union Elec- 
tric Light & Power Co. has declined 
to purchase the electric rights 
claimed to be owned by the Laclede 
company basing its refusal on an 
opinion of Messrs. Rassieur and 
Goodwin, its attorneys, who have 
probably a greater familiarity with 
franchise matters in the city of St. 
Louis than any other law firm. 
Their opinion is borne out by those 
of several other eminent St. Louis 
attorneys, which have been . sub- 
mitted to me. According to the 
data submitted to me, the Laclede 
company’s corporate charter, as 
well as its franchise to use’ the 
streets for the furnishing of gas, 
expired some years ago. These 
data I submitted to the Law De- 
partment of the city and had the 
same fully inquired into. The ques- 
tion has now been placed before 
the Attorney-General of Missouri, 
with the request that he institute 
quo warranto proceedings in. the 
Supreme Court, on behalf of the 
citizens of St. Louis, to determine 
the question once for all. He now 
has the matter under considera-

“My purpose in advocating the 
institution of the quo warranto 
proceedings is to secure for the 
users of gas in the city of St.

Claims Perpetual Franchise. 

Almost from the day the Lacleds 
was chartered, its franchise has 
been a political football in St. 
Louis and in Missouri. Immediate- 
ly after the charter was issued, 
away back in 1857, opposing in-

The company originally had an 
authorized capital of $2,000,000. It 
had a corporate life of 30 years, 
which, the act provided, could be 
extended for an additional 380 
years, providing the city did not 
exercise a right accorded it of 
purchasing the property at the ex- 
piration of 20 years after the issu- 
ance Of the charter. In the original 
act there was a provision that the 
incorporators, their successors and 
assigns “shall have perpetual #uc- 
cession.”’ 

This charter gave to Laclede the 
“sole and exclusive privilege and 
right of lighting the same (a part 
of St. Louis) and of making and 
vending gas, gas lights, gas fix- 
tures, and of any substance or ma- 
terial that may be now or here- 
after used as a substitute therefor.” 
The territory covered was that part 
of the city existing in 1857 which 
was outside the limits as they 
were fixed in 1839, and for the 
lighting of which the Legislature 
previously had issued a charter to 
a company known as the St. Louis 
Gas Light Co. 

The next day after this act was 
approved by the Governor, the 
Legislature amended it to strike 
out the provision that the fran- 
chise was “sole and exclusive.” 

Basis of Companys’ Claim. 

Eleven years later, in 1868, the 
act was amended again, this time 
to provide that the franchise rights 
granted by the former act should 
continue “forever,” that they 
should be extended to the entire 
city and to future additions to the 
city, and removing all limit on 
the authorized capital stock. 

In supporting its contentions 
that it had a perpetual charter, 
the Laclede officials have relied 
upon the provision in the original 
act that the incorporators should 
have “perpetual succession.” 


In support of the theory of per- 
petual franchise for both gas and 
electricity, they have relied upon 
the amendment of -1868 which 
granted franchise rights “forever,” 
and upon the contention that elec- 
tricity is a substitute for gas and 
as such comes under the provi- 
sions of the original act. 

All of these contentions wil]l be 


disputed by the City Counselor, who 


probably will handle the case in 
court for the Attorney-General]. He 
will base his action on opinions 
prepared by several city counselors 
in past years, and by other lawyers 
who have looked into the questions 
involved. 

Its Life Limited to 30 Years. 

In seeking to oust Laclede on 
the ground that it is opera‘*ing 
without a charter, the city’s posi- 
tion will be that the act of 1857 


clearly fixed the life of the cor- 
poration at 30 years, permitting 
one extension of 30 years, and that 
under that act the corporation 
ceased to exist legally in 1917. It 
will be contended that the words 
“perpetual succession” in the act 
had no reference whatever to the 
life of the corporation, but merely 
meant continuous succession for 
the incorporators during the legal 
existence cof the corporation. 

It will be contended also that 
the word “forever” placed in the 
amendment of 1868 had no refer- 
ence to the life of the corp ?ration. 
That amendment provided that the 
corporation should enjoy forever 
the rights given it in Section 6 of 
the original act. Section 5 was the 
section granting the franchise tor 
use of the streets of St. Louis. 

Constitutionality Attacked. 

In addition, the City Counselor 
holds that the amendment of 15868 
was unconstitutional because it did 
not follow the provision of the 
Constitution, which specifically 
required that in all amendments to 
any law the words struck out, the 
words inserted and the law as it 
would appear after amendment 
must be set out in full. 

There will be the contention by 
the city that the franchise rights 
of Laclede are based upon :ne i868 
amendment, that that ameadment 


was unconstitutional, and that 
therefore the franchise does not 
exist. 


If this positjon should be sus- 
tained, it would leave the 1857 act 
as the enly one granting a fran- 
chise. This franchise covered 
only a limited part of the city, and 
it will be the city’s position that 
even that limited franchise expired 
with the alleged expiration of the 
life of the corporation in 1917. 


Is Electricity a Substance? 

A prolonged legal contest is ex- 
pected on the question of La- 
clede’s electric business, the city 
contending that electriciay is not 
“a substance or material” as set 
out in the legislative act. Attor- 
neys who have investigated the 
subject for the City Counselor have 
several court decisions which 
they contend support the city’s po- 
bition. 

Finally, it will be argued by the 
city that even if it should be held 
that Laclede had the right to sell 
electricity, it would be _ limited 
solely to a lighting business un- 
der the provisions of the législa- 
tive act, and that it could not sel] 
electricity for power or heating 
purposes. 

One of the franchises under 
which Laclede operates was grant- 
ed several years ago ,to the Phoe- 
nix Light, Heat & Power Co., or- 
ganized by Laclede and owned by 
it. Approximately one-tenth of 


Laclede’s electrical business is done 

under this franchise. 

President of Union Electric Ex- 
His Position. 

Louis H. Egan, president of the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co., 
when asked today for a statement 
of the position of his company, 
said: 

“Several times during the last 10 
years our company has had occa- 
sion to investigate the charter and 
franchise situation of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. Although the La- 
clede Co. is primarily engaged in 
‘the production and gale of gas, it 
also operates a small electric light 
and power business. I can best l- 
lustrate the extent of the Laclede's 
electric business by stating that 
each year’s growth of the business 
of Union Electric Light & Power 
Co. is equal to the total electr‘c 
business of the Laclede. 

“We are believers in a centrall- 
zation of the electric power sup- 
ply for this district and have con- 
sistently directed our efforts to ac- 
complish that. The economy and 
the low cost that comes from such 
a centralization of power without 
duplicating investment has been 
recognized by every student, and is 
so apparent that it does not need 
further explanation by me. I will 
simply say that we are only fol- 
lowing the advice and approval of 
such a plan as laid down on sev- 
eral occasions by the United States 
Supreme Court. It will be recalled 
that during the past five years 
Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
or its associated companies have 
purchased the East St. Louis & 
Suburban Co., operating in East St. 
Louis, St. Clair County, and in Al- 
ton; the Light & Development Co., 
operating in the city of St. Louis; 
and the Mississippi River Power 
Co., owning the big dam at Keo- 
kuk, Ia. The only remaining elec- 
tric light and power company in 
our territory is the Laclede Power 


Light Co., recently organized to 
carry on the Laclede’s electric 
operation. 


Attempts to Buy Laclede.

These conflicts occur only ir the! 
duration of bouts, decisions. and) 
the character of clubs eligibl’ to/! 
membership. In all other respects | 
the city commission may carry out 
the provisions of the ordinance es- 
tablishing it. Bouts must be 10 
rounds, neo-decision contests. 

One result of the double com- 
mission control will be the levy- 
ing of a double tax on promoters, | 
fighters and all connected with the | 
game. Promoters—that is to say | 
clubs—will be Hable to a tar of) 
5 per cent of the gross receipts by 
the State ané a simiuiar per nt 
tax by the city: licenses for clubs 
will also be double. Even fighters 
and referees Will have to take out 
twe sets of licenses, one for the 
city and one for the State, jut‘ as) 
is done in case of automobiles. 

Tax of 10 Per Cent on Clubs. | 

Promoters in St. Louls will there- 
fore be compelled to pay 10 per) 
cent of their gross receipts for | 
each show in taxes. After recit- | 
ing the provisions of both the city | 
commission and the State com-. 
mission measures, the opinion con- | 
tinues as follows:

wrt HE pointer for today is: Three 

aces are sufficient for a no 
‘* trump bid by dealer or second 
hand; but not for third or fourth 
hand, 

Yesterday's hand: Spades, A-7-6; 
Hearts, 8-4-2; Diamonds, A-9-3; 
Clubs, A-6-6-2. 

My answer slip reads: 

No. 1 South (dealer) should bid 
one no trump. 

No. 2. South, one no trump; 
West should pass, 

No. 3 South pass, West pass; 
North should pass. 

No, 4 South one no trump, 
West double, North pass; East 
should pass (business pass) or bid 
two no trumps. 

My reasons in support of these 
declarations are: 

No. 1, A three-ace hand justifies 
a bid of one no trump by dealer, 
When the game was young, many 
questioned this; but now there are 
no experts who demur, and there 
are many who will bid a no trump 
even with two aceg and one king. 
The three-ace hand, however, is 
weak enough for the average play- 
er. 

No, 2 Three aces ig not suffi- 
clent strength for an informatory 
double; as a general rule that dec- 
laration should not be made with- 
owt five high cards and, while an 
ace is the most potent of all high 
cards, three aces are a bit under 
the doubling requisite. 

No. 8 The three-ace hand has 
not the strength to justify a no 
trump by a third hand after two 
passes. In that case the partner 
having passed, at least an addi- 
tional king should be held, 

No, 4. After a no trump by 
South and an informatory double 
by West, East would have a pleas- 
ing choice between bidding two no 
trumps and making a business 
pass. The former might be ad- 
visable playing the rubber game; 
the latter, at any other stage of 
the rubber, or when playing dupli- 
cate or progressive.

D to write down a recipe or an 
address and asked for a pencil? 
Or perhaps it was in your house 
that it happened. The business of 
hunting all over the house, up- 
stairs and downstairs before a 
single pencil is traced to hiding, 
and then ten chances to one it 
hasn’t a point! An experience of 
this kind should lead one to look 
into one’s ways of conducting the 
business of housekeeping and start 
on a tour of inspection to discover 
what is lacking in the equipment 
that is in every business office and 
should be in every home office. 


First there is the typewriter. 
This is a bit expensive. but if with- 
in the range of the possibilities, 
it has its advantages for the wo- 
man who wants to run her home 
on a business basis. Not only for 
copying recipes, but for writing 
business letters, checks, memoran- 
da and the labels and lists of every 
smoothly running home it has its 
uses. 


Passing to simpler things and 
less expensive ones—a supply of 
pencils comes first, with racks to 
hold them where needed, at the 
desk, at the telephone and near 
the door for signing receipts. 
Next comes one of those little pen- 
cil sharpeners that cost only a dol- 
lar or two and keep a pencil al- 
ways ready for usefulness. Sure- 
ly it is good kitchen business to 


have one of those if at all possible. | =* 


And a tube of raste. Think of 
the eggs uselessly broken to seal 
the letter that wouldn’t seal—the 
clippings cut out with care and 
then lost because no paste was at 
hand to hold them where they were 
wanted. Glue, too, is an essential 
for all sorts of household mending. 
And letter clips—those small wire 
fasteners that would hold bills and 
other papers together.

At least one bill folder and a 
correspondence file is a rellable 
piece of household equipment when 
questions arise as to old bills and 
troublesome dates for which alibis 
are needed. A box of rubber bands, 
& good eraser and a bottle of ink 
eradicator are other conveniences 
that should be included in the 
business equipment of any house.
